The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1 .81 .

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. It is not clear if the dicyclohexylmethane diisocyanate is the 

elastomer or used to make the elastomer. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a). 

Claims 1 and 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Rajagopalan (6,207,784). Rajagopalan discloses a golf ball comprising a core and a 
cover (fig 1). The core is made from a cis 1 ,4 polybutadiene and the cover is made 
from dicyclohexylmethane diisocyanate (col 12, line 15-20). The deformation amounts 
are inherent since the materials are identical. In regards to claim 7, since applicant 
claims 0 to 40 parts the additional elastomer or ionomer is not necessarily present. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2-13-03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues the golf ball in the reference does not inherently have the 
same deformation as the golf ball of the present invention. The Examiner disagrees. 
Applicant claims a golf ball comprising a core and cover wherein the cover is formed 
from a specific alicyclic diisocyanate such as dicyclohexylmethane diisocyanate. 
Applicant further argues that only the specific alicyclic diisocyanate can provide the 
desired properties disclosed in the present invention and Rajagopalan fails to use the 
specific alicyclic diisocyanate. However, Rajagopalan discloses dicyclohexylmethane 
diisocyanate as an ingredient in the cover. This is identical to the dicyclohexylmethane 
diisocyanate disclosed by applicant in claims 1 and 6 .
